NEW YORK.—Add casualties of 
war: Exploration. Roy Chapman 
Andrews, director of the American 
Museum of Natural History, says 
the museum has only nine expedi- 
tions in the field this year compared 
with 20 to 60 in recent years. 

“The European conflict has enor- 
mously curtailed exploration,’’ he 
explains. “The Antarctic, South 
America and South Sea islands are 
about the only places where one can 
carry on field work. Even then 
there is always the possibility of los- 
ing collections in shipment. Our 
plans for future expeditions except 
those listed are nonexistent.”

Deadline Set On “28 


Drivers Licenses 


All California drivers’ licenses 
which are marked “good until re- 
voked,” issued in 1928, will be can- 
celled within the next two months, 
according to advice received from 
the State Department of Motor 
Vehicles by Dr. E. J. Leach, of 
Salinas, chairman of the highway 
committee of the Central Coast 
Counci, California State Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The final date on which these 
licenses will be void has not yet 
been set by the Department, Leach 
stated, but in the meanwhile 
motorists holding such licenses are 
urged to renew them as soon as 
possible, so as to avoid last minute 
congestion. 

Motorists holding such licenses 
should apply for renewal at the 
office of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles in their county of res!- 
dence. When applying for renewal 
they should drive their own auto- 
mobiles, since the examination will

Wherever traffic situations are 
analyzed, the pedestrian stands out 
sharply as a major problem.

Starts New Stedy 


Preparing for a _ seventy-five 
study of the entire northern hem- 
igphere of the heavens to deter- 
mine the rotation of the galactic 
system, or Milky Way, the new 
dguble camera telescope is being 
erected at the University of Cali- 
fornia Lick Observatory on Mt. 
Hamilton. 

The dome to house the new 
$65,000 star camera has been com- 
pleted, and the mountings, weigh- 
ing sixteen tons, have been put in 
place. The huge axle on which 
the instrument wil swivel, has 
been lined up exactly with the 
axis of the earth on concrete piers, 
since the motion of the stars must 
be followed with painstaking ex- 
actitude.
